Through  art  (crafts)  the 
child  can  EXPERIMENT,  FANTICIZE  and  CREATE. 

The  projects  in  this  manual  were  chosen  as  a  starting 
point  and  can  be  adapted  to  meet  the  needs  of  your 
group . 

Please  note  the  age  classification  is  very  general  and 
should  be  used  as  a  basic  guideline.     So  much  of  the  child's 
ability  is  dependent  on  their  specific  stage  in  develop- 
ment.    Use  your  discretion  in  determining  appropriate 
projects  for  your  participants. 

We  hope  the  information  is  valuable  and  remember  above 
all  HAVE  FUN.

Cook  over  low  heat,  stirring  until  mixture  boils. 

Remove  from  heat. 

Add  remaining  1/2  cup  of  cold  water.

-  paint  cans  with  enamel  paint 

-  decorate  it  the  way  you  please 

-  put  a  little  charcoal  in  the  bottom  of  each  can 

-  fill  with  soil  and  plant  either  seeds  or  flower 
slips 

*Lapel  pins 

-  use  either  a  whole  or  half  cork 

-  decorate  it  with  a  face 

-  shellac  the  cork  to  prevent  the  paint  from 
coming  off 

-  staple  a  safety  pin  to  the  back  of  the  cork
